N last Sunday night the Church of God 
Supper O 


at North Cleveland observed the Lord’s 

Supper. A long table with five chairs on 
either side and one at each end, was spread for the observance 
of the holy rite. The chair at one end of the table was left va- 
cant while the other chairs were occupied by those partaking, 
eleven at a time, with eleven others kneeling behind them and 
tarrying until they had partaken. The vacant chair at the head 
of the table was left there in remembrance of the Lord, and 
eleven chairs used because of the view of many that Judas Is- 
cariot was not at the supper. 

This, we thought, was a very beautiful way to observe the 
taking of this sacrament. But there has been some comment and &. 
some question over and over again. It has been asked, Which is \

the scriptural way to take the Lord’s Supper? Some have argued 
that the one best and perhaps only true and right way would 
be to kneel at the altar, and others believe that the best way is 
to remain seated and for it to be passed and divided among those 
who are to partake, first the bread then after it has been blessed 
and passed, the wine or the fruit of the vine blessed and passed. 
After all, what makes the difference about the position, layout 
or style at the time of the supper? According to ancient cus- 
tom, the disciples were evidently reclining perhaps at a table 
when they observed this holy rite. Perhaps they were as near 
kneeling as they were sitting. 

But there is one thing that remains to be clearly understood 
by all and that is that a holy condition and a holy reverence 
should exist regardless of posture, and when participants are in 
that frame of mind and their lives backed up by holiness so 
that as they partake they can dis- 
cern the Lord’s body and realize all 
of the great benefits derived from 
the shed blood of the crucified One, 
and be reminded that in the observ- 
ance of this rite they are showing 
forth the Lord’s death until He 
comes again, then and only then 
they have the smiles of heaven upon 
them as they so observe. 


Talking and N n= article 
Preaching published last 

week in The Pen- 
tecostal Holiness Advocate, written 
by Basil B. Scrivner, this topic was 
discussed and in it the writer makes 
quite a difference in preaching and 
just talking. We heartily agree with 
Brother Scrivner that there is a vast 
difference between preaching and 





just talking but why the difference

It is true that Jesus told His apostles to “go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every creature,” Mark 16:15, 
and in the 20th verse, that they went forth and preached every- 
where, the Lord working with them and confirming the word 
with signs following.

Answer: God is a spirit. John 4:24, 
“God is a spirit, and 
they that worship him 
must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” 
This however does not 
signify that God does 
not have a form. In 
Phil. 2:6 Christ is de- 
scribed as being in the 
form of God. He 
could not be in the 
form of something 
that did not exist. We 
are also told in Heb. 1:3 that Christ is 
the express image of God’s person. Again, 
He could not be made in the image of 
something that did not exist. God is a 
person and the Son of God was made 
in the image of that person. The great- 
ness of God is too great for human be- 
ings to understand.

Answer: There is no difference in the 
term Holy Ghost and Holy Spirit.

One clearly seen sign of the Lord’s re- 
turn to earth is the era of confederation 
and union. In almost every line of human 
endeavor this can be clearly seen. In 
transportation, for instance, many of the 
railroads, bus lines and air lines are con- 
solidating. For many years maritime 
transportation has been under the con- 
trol and regulation of the federal govern- 
ment. The bigger railroad corporations 
are swallowing the smaller ones. The com- 
munication business is fastly becoming a 
one-man outfit. Instead of several indi- 
vidual broadcasting companies they have 
merged into just a few huge corporations. 
Chain stores are increasing daily. Even 
independent merchants are confederating 
and banding together for one cause or 
another. Now, the world is heralding the 
merge of the various churches into one 
body. Quite recently the various Method- 
ist bodies merged. The congregationalists 
and Christians have merged. Independent 
churches in Great Britain have united in 
one fellowship. In the dictator-controlled 
countries there is the “state church.” 
Unity is desirable among the people of 
God, yet in many of these cases the mem- 
bers have buried their convictions and 
opinions to merge with another faith. It 
is all shaping up to the coming of the 
world dictator. Let me say most em- 
phatically that there can be no holy mar- 
riage between the Church of God and the 
various sects of Christendom unless and 
until they are willing to accept the Bible 
government for the body of Christ, and 
preach the Bible doctrine that becometh 
the body of Christ. Fellowship is a grand 
thing but there can be no heaven-born 
fellowship between peoples who refuse to 
accept the Bib'e. These mergers and 
unions are forerunners of the coming of 
that one who will have every thing un- 
der one head. Let the Church of God be 
on the alert. 


Did you know that the communists 
now claim they have a greater member- 
ship in America today than they had in 
Russia at the time of the Russian revolu- 
tion? Did you know that they recently 
boasted in a series of articles in LIBERTY 
magazine that they could paralyze traffic 
and communications in America in twen- 
ty-four hours? Did you know they also 
claimed they could stop 85% of the fac- 
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tories and mills in America in twenty- 
four hours? Did you know that they 
have their agents by the thousands all 
over our country? 

Did you know that impartial observers 
estimate that Russia has lost well over 
100,000 men in the last eight weeks of 
the war against Finland? Did you know 
that their cold and frozen bodies are to- 
day covering the earth in the barren 
northland? Did you know that their dic- 
tator, Stalin, hesitates no more at killing 
a man or woman than he does in killing 
a fly? 

Did you know that again last week 
there was another terrific earthquake felt 
in Turkey that killed fifty people? Do 
you realize that in these times when you 
read of a tragedy such as the Chilean 
earthquake or the earthquake in Turkey 
with a combined loss of 100,000 lives that 
you merely shrug your shoulders and for- 
get it in two or three days? Do you real- 
ize that your own hearts are becoming 
hardened to the awful tragedies that oc- 
cur from day to day? 

The newspapers of Sunday, Jan 28, 
carried the following brief bit of news: 
“Jerusalem, Jan. 27. — A slight earth 
tremor was felt early today throughout 
Northern Palestine, principally in the 
vicinity of Haifa. No damage or casual- 
ties were reported.” The frequency of 
these earthquakes is, to my way of 
thinking, very, very significant. Let the 
peoples of earth beware the soon coming 
of the wrath of an angry God! 

Do you realize that there are today 
9,000,000 men and women in this coun- 
try without employment? Do _ you also 
know that the invention of more and 
more machines to take the place of man 
power is putting additional thousands out 
of work from year to year? Do you know 
that these unemployed people must live 
and that the government is obligated to 
feed, clothe and shelter them? If the gov- 
ernment fails in that there would be re- 
volution. And, did you know that if the 
government goes on feeding and caring 
for these people that bankruptcy and 
chaos are the inevitable end?

You can- 
not judge a Christian by the way he looks 
but after all, Christianity will have some- 
thing to do with his looks if it has fin- 
ished or is allowed to finish .in his life. 
And so it is with this machine which 
gives the final trimming that prepares 
the book for shipment.

**Unsearchable riches.” 
Read Eph. 3:1-12. 


The greatest of riches are not on the 
surface but are hidden away where people 
have to dig for them. For several years. in 
southern Illinois were farmers that had 
tilled the soil and had acquired very little 
of the world’s goods year after year, won- 
dering if there would ever anything hap- 
pen to bring them prosperity. Suddenly 
they were aroused to a realization that un- 
derneath their land flowed a heavy stream 
of oil.
